Lt. Paula Greene does not favor quotas 


Lieutenant Paula (Burns) Green, 
U.S. Navy says there should be no 
quotas which will prevent 
"minority" pilots, female or 
otherwise from qualifying as 
combat pilots for military aircraft 
of the United States, 

Greene, 28, a native of 
Wilmington is a pilot and aircraft 
commander in the Search and 
Rescue unit at the Fallon Naval Air 
Station, in Nevada. She is qualified 
to fly any of the three helicopters or 
the two engine C-12 passenger 
transport plane assigned to the base. 

Greene spoke up recently after a 
revolutionary change had been 
ordered for the U.S, military by the 
U.S. Secretary of Defense, Les 
Aspin. He had told service chiefs to 
drop restrictions on women flying 
combat missions and serving aboard 
most Navy warships, 

Greene could, now, apply for jet 
retraining, but that would take a 
couple of years, and because of her 
rank, she would, when she emerged 
from training most probably end up

Now he can work with a hoe

In World War there was a Tenth 
Division, which was popularly 
known as the Mountain Division, 
Everyone in that outfit knew how 
to ski. 

One of the officers who served 
on a ship which this writer 
commanded in World War II had 
served in the Tenth Division, up in 
Colorado. He had been born in 
Norway, somewhere uphill from 
Oslo,and when he was drafted into 
the US Army he went, forthwith, 
into the Tenth Division because he 
knew how to ski 

He didn't like the idea of being 
drafted into the US Army. He 
wrote a letter to the Secretary of 
War, or someone, saying that he 
was an experienced ship's officer, 
and he understood that the 
government was looking for men 
like him. 


About three weeks later he 
reported aboard the ship this 
writer commanded as Chief Mate. 
His name was Johanessen. He was a 
good officer, too. 

That wouldn't be much of a 
story, except that Al Kasabuski of 


Laite Road, Wilmington has 
recently retired, after years and 
years as a professional cook, 


several of those years with Casa di 
Fior on West Street, Laite Road is 
by the Tewksbury line and Al is 
going to spend the summer hocing 
in the garden. He will be 80 in 
November, and has been a cook all 
his life 

Two of Al Kasabuski's brothers 
were also in the Tenth Division, 


They were killed in action, in Italy. 
A skating arena in Saugus was 
dedicated to the memory of those 
two brothers. 

Remember the five Sullivan 
brothers? 


All five served on the same ship 
in the US Navy, and all five were 
killed in action, After that the US 
Government decided against 
brothers being in the same outfit. 

Then, when the Kasabuski boys 
were killed in Italy the government 
put Al, firmly in the U.S. He 
became an Army cook. 

Al has_ been 
professionally ever since

I am hoping as a result 
of this article and calls from 
residents that To will develop a 
better understanding of the 
problems. 

The issues we raised, which are 
well documented, were so 
significant, that within 24 hours of 
the court date (the residents 
litigated) the developer came 
forward with a settlement offer, 
including a payment to offset 
expenses and specific: concessions 
The developer was so concerned 
because, in my opinion, that if we 
had actually gone to trial the 
judgments against him may have 
ber substantial and damaging. The 
court, in an Agreement for 
Judgment, accepted and ordered 
the concessions. If the issues raised 
by the abutters were not 
significant, why did the court 
support our position and why did 
the developer settle before the 
trial? 

Where do we stand now? Given 
Mr. Sowyrda's propensity for fair 
and accurate reporting, | thought 
he might be interested in 
researching and answering the 
following. 

- As originally proposed 
Shawsheen Commons was to be 
done in three phases over three 
years. How many phases are 
planned now (hint five) and how 
many years will it take (hint, 
forever)? 

The Board of Appeals decision 
dated July 25, 1988, delineated 
specific conditions and 
requirements for this development. 
Specifically, the following unit 
configuration was required; 52 
detached single family units, 30 
attached duplex units, 30 attached 
triplex units, and 108 quadplex 
units. So, the question is, has the 
developer petitioned the town to 
change the unit configuration (hint, 
Mr. Tighe et al, wants to reduce 
the number of quadplex units. 
Guess what they are not selling? If 
he changes the unit configuration, 
will he be out of compliance with 
the granting authorities 
requirements (I have the answer, 
but no hint)? 


- How many of the units, to date, 
have been offered to the 
Wilmington Housing Authority (11 
are required)? 

- The Board of Appeals decision 
requires 55 HOP units. Why were 
66 affordable units mentioned in 
the article? 

- Lastly, the order required 
“:.,approximately five acres of 
land per year (are to be) dedicated 
to low and moderate income 
housing.” Is the project in 
compliance, as of this date, with 
this requirement? 

If, when checking ‘this 
information Mr. Sowyrda, you 
discover an amended Board of 
Appeals decision, please publish the 
date of such revision.

ticks can be dangerous

Is there a tick in your household? 
Does your pet, dog or cat, possess 
an unfriendly friend? It is time to 
be aware of the Lyme Disease. 

Lyme Disease, spread by ticks, is 
caused by bacteria which are to be 
found in Middlesex County and 
other parts of Massachusetts at this 
lime of the year - between late May 
and carly autumn, If not treated it 
can be serious but it is not fatal 
People, and animals,can be infected 
by bites of the Lyme tick 

The ticks cannot jump or fly. 
They cling to plants, brush, or 
grass. They climb onto animals and 
persons who brush up against the 
Plants to which they cling. Very 
young ticks (called larvae) pick up 
the bacteria which cause Lyme 
Disease by biting infected animals, 
such as field mice. The older ticks 
(called Nymphs) can pass the 
infection along to the next host, 
animal or human, 

Lyme ticks are tiny, no bigger 
than the period at the end of a 
sentence. In the adult stage they are 
1/16th to 1/8th of an inch in size 

Not all ticks carry Lyme Disease. 
Being bitten by a Lyme tick does 
not always mean that you will get 
the disease. The tick must be 
attached to the host for at least 24 
hours to pass on the bacteria 
Removing the tick promptly will 
cut the chances of 
infected 


becoming 


The symptoms 

The first symptom of Lyme 
Disca@e is usually, but not always, 
an unusual rash at the point where 
the tick bit. Often the tick is not 
noticed and it drops off before the 
rash appears. The rash will appear 
anywhere from three days to a 
month after the bite 

The rash starts as a small red area 
which spreads out, often clearing 
in the center so it looks like a 
donut, Other signs include burning 
or itching, hives, redness of the 
checks and under the eyes, and 
swollen eyelids with bloodshot 
eyes, 

In the carly stages of Lyme 
Discase flu-like symptoms, such as 
fever, headache, stiff neck, sore 
and aching muscles and joints, 
fatigue, sore throat and swollen 
glands are also common. 

The symptoms will often go away 
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after a few weeks, but the person 
remains infected. With no medical 
treatment about half the infected 
people will get a rash again, in 
other parts of their bodics. Many 
will develop) more serious 
problems later, Treatment with 
antibiotics clears up the rash within 
days, and often prevents later 
problems. 
ACTUAL SIZE

Later, Three major organ 
systems, the joints, the nerves, and 
the heart can be affected months 
after the tick bite, but symptoms 
usually show up within four to six 
weeks, People with the disease can 
develop the late stage symptoms 
even if they never got the 
donut-shaped rash 
Sixty percent of the persons with 
untreated Lyme Disease will get 
arthritis in large joints, knees, 
elbows and wrists. The arthritis 
can become chronic 


Ten to 20 percent of the people 
who do not get treatment will 
develop nerve problems - severe 
headache, stiff neck, facial 
Paralysis, other cranial nerve 
palsies, weakness or pain in hands, 
arms, feet and/or legs. The 
symptoms can last four weeks, 
shifting from mild to severe and 
back again 

Six to 10 percent of the people 
who do not get treatment can 
develop heart problems, inflamed 
heart muscle or erratic heart 
beats 

When someone gets the donut 
shaped rash Lyme Disease is casy 
to diagnose. Other cases are more 
difficult. Doctors can ask the Mass. 
Department of Public Health or 
other labs to test their patient's 
blood for antibodies to Lyme 
Disease bacteria 

Prompt treatment can prevent 
later and more serious problems. 


What to do 
Do not walk barclegged in grass,

Ts there a tick in your household? 
Does your pet, dog or cat, possess 
an unfriendly friend? It is time to 
be aware of the Lyme Disease. 

Lyme Disease,’ spread by ticks, is 
caused by bacteria which are to be 
found in Middlesex County and 
other parts of Massachusetts at this 
time of the year - between late May 
and early autumn, If not treated it 
can be serious but it is not fatal, 
People, and animals,can be infected 
by bites of the Lyme tick. 

The ticks cannot jump or fly. 
‘They cling to plants, brush, or 
grass. They climb onto animals and 
persons who brush up against the 
Plants to which they cling. Very 
young ticks (called larvae) pick up 
the bacteria which cause Lyme 
Disease by biting infected animals, 
such as field mice. The older ticks 
(called Nymphs) can pass the 
infection along to the next host, 
animal or human. 

Lyme ticks are tiny, no bigger 
than the period at the end of a 
sentence, In the adult stage they are 
1/16th to. 1/8th of an inch in size, 

Not all ticks carry Lyme Disease, 
Being bitten by a Lyme tick does 
not always mean that you will get 
the disease. The tick must be 
attached to the host for at least 24 
hours,to. pass on the bacteria. 
Removing the tick promptly will 
cut the chances of becoming 
infected, 
: The symptoms 

The first symptom of Lyme 
Disease is ysually, but not always, 
an unusual rash at the point where 
the tick bit, Often the tick is not 
notic¢ed:and it drops off before the 
rash appears, The rash will appear 
anywhere from three days to a 
month after,the bite. 

The rash starts as a small red arca 
which spreads out, often clearing 
in the center so it looks like a 
donut, Other signs include burning 
or itching, hives, redness of the 
cheeks and under the eyes, and 
swollen eyelids with bloodshot 
eyes, 

In-cthew early. stages. of Lyme 
Disease flu-like symptoms, such as 


fever, headache, stiff neck, sore,

Later. Three major organ 
systems, the joints, the nerves, and 
the heart can be affected months 
after the tick bite, but symptoms 
usually show up within four to six 
weeks. People with the disease can 
develop the late stage symptoms 
even if they never got the 
donut-shaped rash. 

Sixty percent of the persons with 
untreated Lyme Disease will get 
arthritis in large joints, knees, 
elbows and wrists. The arthritis

The "Frankly 
speaking" and the editorial cartoon 
in) May 19's issue are 
misrepresenting the concerns of the 
Wilmington residents. The issue in 
the Bucking Estates area is not that 
there are a few affordable homes 
going in, but rather, a number of 
other issues that developers have 
been dancing around, not allowing 
themselves to be ticd down with 
definitive answers. 

First off, speaking for myself, I 
wouldn't mind secing fewer total 
homes with the same number of 
affordable units now being 
proposed. But we all know why 
this will never happen - the 
developers wouldn't make as much 
money as possible off of it. The 
proposed density will devalue all 
of the existing property. This land 
is zoned R60, develop it as such. 

Secondly, if this development 
goes through, the residents who are 
already in this area stand no chance 
of their streets ever being accepted 
by the town.

This is because the road was 
allowed to be made too narrow, In 
order to be accepted, it would need 
to meet subdivision codes, which it 
doesn't. I was asked by a visiting 
businessman the other day why the 
roads look like they were 20 years 
old and the houses are brand new. | 
had to explain to him the situation. 
I was swindled by a local real 
estate broker and developer who 
told my wife and me that the road 
would be accepted. 

Thirdly, thése developers have a 
blatant disregard for public 
property. They have cleared the 
trees and damaged vegetation on 
several town owned lots. Do you 
think I would be stopped if I tried 
to cut down a tree near the police 
station to use as fire wood? There 
is more town owned land where 
they are going to be developing. 
Do you think that they care that 
they are destroying taxpayer land? 
Get real!! 


Let's focus on the real issues 
here. You gave a good example of 
a developer in town who really 
doesn't care about the existing 
neighborhoods as long as he gets 
his profit. I care about my neigh- 
borhood and the children in its 
safety. Unfortunately, there are 
several other developers who don't 
and are hiding behind this mask of 
supposed good will.

Sgt. Sal was winner of the Silver Star

You've probably met Libcrio A. 
Salamone around Tewksbury, but 
you know him as "Sal." He's been 
involved with the Tewksbury Little 
Theater, and the 4-H Photography 
omething in Sal's 
recognition. 

On Memorial Day, we honor those 
who have fallen in defense of liberty 
but,sometimes we forget those who 
survived the crucible of combat, and 
the ordeals they endured to make it 
safely home again. 

In World War II, America fought 
in two theaters: in Europe and in the 
Pacific. Like the many islands of the 
Pacific theater, the European battle 
also took place on several fronts: 
North Africa, the Mediterranean, 
Italy, and later on the mainland it- 
self, after the amphibious landing at 
Normandy. 

But Normandy was not the first of 
America's sea-borne landings in the 
European theater. First there was 
the landing in Sicily. 

And Sal was there. But during the 
war in Europe, Sal was known as 
Sergeant Salamone, a member of the 
Ist Battalion, 179th Infantry, 45th 
Division, where he was in the Head- 
quarters company, in Intelligence 
(G-2). By 1943 he had already spent 
months in training for what was to 
become the greatest amphibious 
assault of all time. 

Remember, D-Day was still a full 
year away 

"Operation Husky,” the landing on 
Sicily, began at 0425 on July a 
1943, With thousands of other: 
was loaded into landing craft in the 
dark, bobbing on rough seas, while 
awaiting word to proceed. Sergeant 
Salamone's landing craft was part of 


direct artillery fire from a forward 
position. Despite heavy surf, enemy 
fire and enemy planes, they arrived 
on the hostile shore. 

By daybreak, Sgt. Salamone's unit 
had established a forward artillery 
observation post, and began to direct 
mortar and field artillery barrages 
onto German positions, and soon the 
enemy had to fall back and retreat. 

The largest amphibious assault of 
all time (at that time) was a success. 

By July 18, 1943, the small town 
of Caltanissetta fell to Salamone's 
45th Infantry Division, and Sal was 
given permission to visit Pictraper- 
zia, his mother's birthplace, to seck 
out surviving relatives. However, 
the Germans had evacuated the town 
and all of his relatives were hidden 
in the hills, so he reported back for 
further duty. 

During 22 days of hard fighting, 
including an encounter with the 15th 
Panzer Division, Sgt. Salamone and 
the 45th Infantry Division finally 
was relieved, on the last day of July, 

1943, 

Tewksbury's own "Sal" carned the 
Combat Rifle Badge for his work, 
but there was much more to come. 

Next came the amphibious assault 
on Salerno, in southern Italy. Unlike 
the Sicilian campaign, which took 
place on an island, Salerno was on 
the Italian peninsula itself. Again, 


the first wave, because his job was to o 


Liberio A. Saiamone, or

World War II. Later in the war, Sal spent 14 months 


in a German POW 


Sgt. Liberio Salamone's was among 
the first units to land on mainland 
Italy, on September 9, 1943. 

During the month of September, 
the German defenders opened up a 
massive assault, supported by tanks 
and artillery, Sgt. Salamone was in 
charge of his battalion's observation 
post when the attack began, and the 
building they were using was hit and 
destroyed, and portions of the right 
flank of the American lines were 
forced back. 

Sgt. Salamone, under artillery fire 
and small arms (rifle!) fire, kept 
open the only communications line 
to the artillery liason officer, and his 
unit was able to direct artillery and 
naval gunfire so effectively that the 
enemy assault was broken and the 
Germans had to retreat. 

Because of his conduct during the 
attack, Tewksbury's own Liberio 
Salamone was called before Lt. Gen. 
Mark W. Clark, Commanding Gen- 
eral of the U.S. Fifth Army, where 
he received the Silver Star for his 
gallantry in action. 

In Tewksbury, you know him as 
just "Sal." 

But he wasn't done with Europe 
just yet. Not by a long shot. 

The U.S. Army later landed up the 
coast of Italy, at Anzio. Historians of 
today argue that the American army 
could have made great advances at 
Anzio, but the commanding officers 
were too cautious and chose to wait. 
Waiting gave the German defenders 
time to solidify their defenses, and 
prepare to counterattacks. 

On February 12, 1944, Sal's unit 


camp, outside Berlin. 


was ordered to occupy and prepare 
defensive positions on the main 
beachhead of Anzio. Sgt. Salamone's 
observation post had to be set up on 
the outpost line, the forward edge of 
the American linc. There was a risk 
of being cut off, but the position was 
also the best place to observe, and to 


direct artillery,, So they took up a 
post in a building there. 

Sure enough, the Germans began 
an attack. Enemy infantry, backed 
by tanks, launched an attack right at 
Sgt. Salamone's position. Darby's 
Rangers, a crack American comm- 
ando outfit, saw heavy fighting and 
suffered heavy losses. 

Artillery fire rained down on the 
building, and small arms fire zinged 
through the air around Salamone 
and his outfit. An artillery direct hit 
levelled the structure, and Salamone 
fell back into the rubble, wounded. 
An exploding shell tore up his wrist 
and metal fragments peppered his 
head and body. But he wasn't done 
yet. Salamone -- wounded -- aided a 
lieutenant who had lost a leg, and a 
fellow sergeant who had lost an arm, 
before crawling to a road in hopes 
of flagging down an American truck 
that might pass by. 

Instead, the Germans found him in 
the dark, though the Germans were 
wounded as well. 


Tewksbury's own Sgt. Liberio A. 
Salamone was taken from Italy to a 
German prisoner of war camp just 
outside of Berlin, where he spent 14 
months of imprisonment. 

After the Allies landed in France, 
and the Germans realized they had 
lost, Sgt. Salamone and the others in 
the camp were released, to find their 
own lines. Units of the 29th Armor 
Division found Sal, and all of the 
POWs were brought to Le Havre, 
France, for a ship bound for home. 

When the war ended in May, 1945, 
Sgt. Salamone was ona ship docked 
in Southhampton, Great Britain. 

For two years after his arrival he 
was treated in VA hospitals for his 
wounds, 

Sgt. Liberio A, Salamone said he is 
proud to have been a member of the 
Fighting 45th. 

In Tewksbury, just call him Sal,

Walsh makes history

Senior Mike Walsh (Wilmington/ 
Malden Catholic HS) became the 
first Bentley College athlete to win 
an outdoor ICAAAA event as he 
prevailed in the discus at the 117th 
annual ICAAAA Track and Field 
Championships Sunday at the 
College of William and Mary. 

Walsh uncorked a winning throw 
of 182 feet, 11 inches on the first 
attempt of the competition It 
shattered the Bentley record by 
well over six feet, and was seven 
feet, five inches further than the 
best throw of runnerup Wade 
Coleman of the University of 
Delaware (175-6). Mike Murphy 
of Virginia was third with a throw 
of 173-2 

Walsh became the first Division 
II athlete in three years to win an 
event in the outdoor ICAAA's and 
the first since John Ward of 
Central Conn. prevailed in the 
javelin in 1984 to win a field event

in the predominantly Division I 
meet. 

It was the fourth time since April 
23 that Wilmington native Walsh 
had extended the school record in 
the event, Just last Wednesday he 
added nearly two inches onto the 
record with a throw of 176 feet, 1 
3/4 inches at the NEAC Open at 
Boston College. 


As of last Monday, the best discus 
throw nationally by a Division II 
athlete was 181-3 by Andy 
Kesinger of Pittsburg State 
(Kansas). Walsh's throw Sunday 
was 20 inches beyond Kesinger's 
effort. 

Walsh closes out his collegiate 
career Friday when he competes in 
the NCAA Division II Champion-

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Eye surgery helps 


Reading resident 


FOR PAT SULLIVAN OF READING, a visit to eye 
surgeon Dr. Horsley of Stoneham to restore her sight, 
saved her life. 


On March 1, when Pat 
Sullivan of Reading went into 
the Horsley Eye Clinic at the 
New England Memorial 
Hospital Medical Office Building 
in Stoneham, she thought she 
was just stopping for a brief 
appointment; just to have her 
eyeglass prescription checked. 

She had no idea it was to be a 

full 17 days before she'd be back 
behind the counter at Winslow's 
in downtown Reading, where 
she helps out at her sister's 
store. 
*’ "When she came into the 
office, we noticed right away she 
was having a lot of trouble 
breathing. Actually, it would 
have been pretty hard to miss; 
she was really struggling. Then, 
.when I listened to her chest, I 
heard a rattling that sounded 
like pneumonia. We called her 
primary physician right away, 
but he couldn't see her for two 
days. That just wasn't good 
enough." 

That's when the staff at the 
‘Horsley Clinic swung into 
action. June Richardson, one of 
the clinic nurses, began making 
phone calls to physicians under 
contract with Pat Sullivan's 
insurance provider to get her 
the care she needed. 

The arrangements made, Pat 
ended her day — in the Intensive 
Care Unit (ICU) at New 
England Memorial Hospital next 
door. 

"That night they thought they 
might lose her," Dr. Horsley 
explains. "By the time she got 
there, the organism that causes 
pneumonia was in her blood 


sepsis. She was a very sick 
lady." 

For Pat Sullivan, those first 
few days in the hospital went by 
in something of a haze. 

"I don't really remember Dr. 
Horsley taking me over to the 
hospital. I guess I must have 
passed out in his office. I wasn't 
really with it enough to know 
what was going on for a while 
there, but the staff told me later 
that at one point that first night 
there they'd given me four or 
five hours to live," Ms. Sullivan 
says. 

Pat spent 10 days in the ICU 
at New England Memorial 
Hospital, then went on to a regu- 
lar hospital room for another 
seven. Finally, she was ready to 
get back behind the counter at 
Winslow's and personally thank 
"the dozens of people I didn't 
even know who sent me cards," 
she says. 

She was also ready to do 
something about the problem 
that had actually led her to the 
Horsley Clinic that critical 
March day. 

"I'd had cataracts that Dr. 
Horsley had been watching for 
two or three years. Before that 
Dr. Ernie (Dr. Horsley's father) 
had been watching my eyes for 
about five years. But it wasn't 
until now that Dr. Will thought it 
was time to do something,” she 
observes. 

Ms. Sullivan's vision had 
deteriorated to the point that 
she was experiencing night 
blindness in one eye and light 
sensitivity in the other. 
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The Reading Rotary Club's 
14th Annual Road Race was held 
in Reading this past Sunday and 
was one of the most successful 
ever held. Over 204 runners 
competed in the 5 mile road 
race and 65 participants took 
advantage of the 1.5 mile Fun 
Run. 


On a sunny, beautiful day for ‘ 


watching but a little hot for run- 
ning, a course record was set as 
Ann Marie Starrett of Andover 
finished first in the women's 
portion with a course record 
31.15. The overall men's winner 
with a fine time of 26.54 was 
Mauricio Maia of Malden. In the 
19 and under age group Ben 
Abbott of Reading was the win- 
ner with a time of 30:36. 
Monisha Saldanha of Lynnfield 
was the under 19 women's win- 
ner with a time of 44:37. 

In the 20 to 29 men's category 
Andy Catalan tof Lexington took 
away the trophy with a time of 
27:08. Second in the group was 
Rich DiSalvo of Derry, New 
Hampshire with a time of 27.34. 


Third was Joe Connelly of 
Reading with a time 0 27:41. 

Kristine Noble of Reading set 
the pace for women in the 20-29 
age bracket. She came in with a 
time of 32:03. Second for the 
women was Jennifer Catalan of 
Lexington with a time of 32:55 
and Monica Ward of Reading 
was third at 34:05. Kristin and 
Jennifer also finished 2nd ard 
3rd respectively in the overall 
women finishers. 

Overal race winner Mauricio 
Maia was also first in the 30-39 
mens bracket at 26:54. Second in 
the division was Steve Beckwith 
of Tewksbury at 29:01. Third was 
Rick Mayberry of No. Reading 
with a time of 29:48. 

For the women in the 30-39 
category Ann Marie Starrett 
was also the first place in divi- 
sion and first overall. Second 
place went to Diana Crimmins 
of Reading at 33:53. The third 
place finisher was Lisa Kiely of 
Sarasota Springs, New York, a 
long way from home, with a 
time of 37:54. 


But that wasn't good enough 
for Dr. Horsley. So as soon as 
Pat had recuperated from her 
bout with pneumonia, he booked 
her into Woburn's Suburban 
Surgicare Center for removal of 
the cataract in her left eye. 


The technique he used to 
remove her cataract is called 
phacoemulsification, which 
involves using a high frequency 
ultrasound beam to gently break 
up the nucleus of the cataract 
into very small particles. These 
particles are then suspended in 
a fluid solution and extracted 
through an incision of just one 
millimeter wide. 

"It's the extremely small size 
of the opening that makes a real 
difference in the healing 
process. It causes less trauma to 
the eye and less distortion of 
visicn. That means the patient 
heals and returns to full vision 
much more quickly," Dr. Horsley 
explains.

After the cataract has been 
removed, a foldable lens is 
inserted into the mini-opening 
The surgeon then makes a tiny 
tunnel incision, which lets the 
eye's own internal pressure 
close the opening. 

In a development that's new 
to the Boston area, Dr. Horsley 
has eliminated the need to wear 
a patch following cataract 
surgery. 

Now Pat Sullivan can claim a 
"first" of her own as well. She 
was the first cataract patient at 
the Surgicare Center in Woburn, 
a distinction she's happy to have 
earned. 


"So, what do you think, Dr. 
Will, can I go back to work on 
Monday?" she asks. 

"As far as I'm concerned, you 
can go back tomorrow if you 
want. You're just fine." 

These are the words Pat 
Sullivan has been waiting to 
hear for a long time.

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play by William Shakespeare. 
Rated PG. 

Stark words against < black 
screen dissolve into a painting 
of a villa just before the camera 
pans to the actual manor in the 
background. All the while, 
Emma Thompson's, Beatrice is 
reciting a joyful poem as her lis- 
teners bask in a warm sun. 

Set against the verdant hills 
of Tuscany (passing for 
Messina), "Much Ado About 
Nothing” opens with a play that 
becomes art that melts into a 
real story. But before we have 
time to realize the skill with 
which director Kenneth 
Branagh has pulled us into this 
tangle of a love story, there is 
the sudden news of the approach 
of Don Pedro, the Prince of 
Arragon and his entourage. 

As the men burst onto the 
landscape atop their horses, the 
picnickers scramble for the 
baths amid much laughter. It's 2 
beginning fairly bursting with 
gaiety and jubilation. An open- 
ing that sets the tone for this 
winsome adaptation of William 
Shakespeare's romantic comedy. 

The story revolves around 
two pairs of lovers, the seasoned 
Beatrice and Benedick 
(Branagh) and the callow 
Claudio and Hero (Robert Sean 
Leonard and Kate Beckinsale). 
Though much of the play 
involves an impassioned melo- 
drama played out by the inexpe- 
rienced younger lovers, at the 
heart of the matter are Beatrice 
and Benedick 

Though they feign indiffer- 
ence, their verbal sparring con- 
ceals much mutual admiration. 
Both swear they will never be 
trapped into marriage, but 
sparks ignite whenever they 
meet. It's a simple matter of 
trickery amongst their friends 
for Beatrice and Benedick to 
admit to the heat beneath all 
that clever verbiage. 

There is much humor to be 
found in the barbed witticisms 
Beatrice and Benedick fling at 
one another, but in the artful 
hands of Branagh and 
Thompson, we are able to feel 
the respect and love these two 
conceal beneath sharp tongues. 
We can see in their eyes what 
they vehemently deny. The 
depth of their performances, H 
combined with Branagh's pop- 
ulist adaptation and direction, 
help to shape an adaptation that 
is eminently accessible, perhaps 
more so than any other filmed 
version of Shakespeare's plays. 

Though Branagh opens the 
plays up, both physically and 
emotionally, there are a few 
problems. Much has been made 
of the international cast. 
Though Denzel Washington fairs 
well as the cool and lordly 
Pedro, Keanu Reeves merely 
looks great as his black-hearted 
brother. Thankfully, Reeves, who 
is much out of his depth, only 
has a few lines, so the posturing 
of his performance serves him 
well.
